And the strange thing is that the clergyman who discussed 


the incident and the man seemed to feel that there was some 
ground for the action of the head of the Church of the Social 
Revolution. 
He gave a brief review of his career, showing 


that he is a well educated man who was regularly ordamed to 
the Congregational ministry and served several years as a pas- 
tor and social worker before taking up the task of revolution- 
izing social conditions and founding a church for the purpose 
He is the author of two books in which he sets forth his views 
on social conditions, one of which is that it is a crime to be 


The clergyman discussing the case said that Mr. White's 


attitude and action "are symptomatic of a growing revol 
against an economic system which favors the strong and the 
privileged as against the ignorant and weak and unprivileged 
A feeling that the principles of Jesus are but little applied U 
social and industrial conditions extends through a wide circle 
and this feeling is fast ripening into a conviction." 


Granting that there is a measure of truth in that statemen 


the need of a new church for the rectification of social, cond 
lions remains to be demonstrated. Would not conditions b 
all they should be if the principles of Jesus and the teaching 
of tlie Christian church were lived up to?
